Louisville, Ky., Feb. 6.—a 
from Jackson, Ky., says: 
Former County Judge James Hargis 
for many years a member of the 8tate 
derpocratic executive committee, ac­ 
cused of complicity in many killings 
and a prominent figure in the feuds 
which have disrupted Breathitt coun­ 
ty for several years, was shot and in­ 
stantly killed in his general store here 
about 3:30 this afternoon by bis son, 
Beach Hargis. The son fired five shots 
in rapid succession at his father, who 
fell dead while his clerks were wait­ 
ing on customers. 
The exact cause of the murder has 
not been learned, but it is supposed to 
have been the result of differences 
which have existed between father and 
son for some time. The two men are 
reported to have had a severe quar­ 
rel several nights ago, when the fath^ 
er, it is alleged, was compelled to re­ 
sort to violence to restrain his son. 
Four Bullets Take Effect 
Young Hargis carn# into the store 
late this afternoon. Judge Hargis, it 
is said, spoke to him about personal 
matters and a quarrel resulted. Fath­ 
er and son 'stepped behind a counter 
in the store, when the son, after only 
a few minutes’ conversation, drew a 
revolver and fired'five shots. Four took 
effect, the noted mountaineer charac­ 
ter falling dead. 
The young lady stenographer and!

the doors and fled In fright. 
Young Hargis was arrested by Town 
Marshals Goran Smith 
and 
Grover 
Blanton and plaoed in jail. He was 
raving and the officers were compelled 
to drag him to jail. 
Judge Hargis had been for years a 
prominent figure in Kentucky. He had 
figured in the courts in the mountains 
for years on account of Dr. Cox, Attor­ 
ney Marcum and Jim Cockrill being 
killed.

Secretary Cortelyou wove around the 
brows of the New York bonkers in his 
report to the senate and sought, in- 
stead, to crown them with shame. 


Senator Culberson in a .speech of 


much vigor and fire assailed not only 
the New York bankers, but. the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, whom he in- 
dicted on six counts of having violat- 
ed the law by his operations during 
the financial stringency.

May Publish Stenographic Report. 
It was intimated to a representative 


of the Philadelphia Ledger by a trus 
tee of the university that the hoarc 
might yet determine to give to the 
public the stenographic reports of the 
hearings in the Hilprecht matter, held 
by its special committee ia 1905. In 
this connection the statement was 
made that the verdict of the commit 
tee exonerating Prof. Hilprecht was 
purposely couched in mild language 
In order that it might not wound the 
feelings of certain members of the 
university who had conscientiously 
believed that he should be compelled 
to answer formally the charges made 
by Rev. Dr. John P. Peters of New 
York and others. 


"As this considerate course has not 


won their appreciation," it was added, 
"an entirely different one 
may 
be 


adopted." 


Of course, no official of the univer- 


slty will concede at this time that 
the board is 'at all likely to reverse its 
action of 1905 or to take any steps 
which will mean the severance of 
Prof. Hllprecht's relations with the 
institution. 


There is said to be a disposition on 


the part of the trustees to rely upon 
the results of the examination of tab- 
lets brought from Nippur that has 
been In constant progress at the Mu- 
seum of Archeology during the last 
two years and a half to obliterate the 
unfortunate effect of the revelations of 
Dr. Peters, Prof. Prince of Columbia 
university, and Mrs. Haynes as to the 
real nature of the discoveries at Nip- 
pur, in, their bearing upon Prof. Hll- 
precht's publications. It ia declared 
that the translation of the tablets, 
which until the beginning of the con- 
troversy had remained for five years 
boxed up in, the cellars of the museum, 
I» yielding results of the most brilliant 
character, far exceeding the expecta- 
tions to Babylonia 


The "Temple Library" Exists. 


Dr. A. T. Clay, assistant professor 


of Semitic philology and archeology, 
has done much very remarkable work 
as an interpreter of the cuneiform 
texts brought from Babylonia. As to 
the Identity of the supposed "Temple 
library" at Nippur, he said, when In- 
terviewed on the subject: 


"You ask if there was a Temple li- 


brary at Nippur? 
Most assuredly 


there was. 
Nearly £0 years ago Dr. 


Peter* found tablets In the mounds at 
Nippur, which he designated as relics 
of a library. We have at the museum 
many religious texts of the 
early 


period In Babylonian 
history. 
But 


theue are exactty what yon would ex- j 
pect to flnd, for every Babylonian city 
had Its temple and cnltus, and in con- 
•action with them schocio for amribe*,' 


This subject, I believe, I have already 
treated sufficiently in my book, 'New 
Light on the Old Testament 
from 


Babel.' 


"The advanced slate of the systems 


of law In those old cities, for instance, 
was remarkable 
The now famous 


code of Hammurabi is based 
upon 


precedents, pioving the existence of 
systems of law long prior to his time. 
There may also have been codes even 
earlier than .his. There must surely 
have been in the time of Abraham ex- 
tensive legal libraries. Think also of 
the wondei ful Babylonian system of 
writing! We know that the Chinese 
have from 30,000 to 40,000 values for 
their written signs 
One scholar has 


already collected about 14,000 values 
for the Babylonian written signs, and 
another list is being compiled, which 
will, In all probability, contain 
many more. 
Given these premises, 


it stands to reason that there must 
have been immense collections of 
documents and books in all the Baby- 
lonian cities. Some of the books must 
have consisted of a thousand tablets 
each. 
Of course, there 
were 
vast 


storehouses or libraries to hold them. 


Religious and Literary Texts. 


"There must have been 
a 
great 


mass of religious literature in exist- 
ence. There must have been in use 
hymns to all the gods, in practically 
every cult, for in Nippur not only 
Ellil, but most of the other divinities 
of the middle east were worshiped 
There must also have been large num- 
bers of Inscriptions, omen texts, etc, 
which are to be classed under 
the 


head of literature. Thousands of these 
texts have been found at Nippur, and 
we have many of them at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. 
One of our 


staff is now working at the translation 
of religious texts. Other volumes em- 
bodying the results of study of the tab- 
lets have been projected and will be 
published in due order. I would not 


surprised if a national epic should 


eventually be found in part or whole 
in Babylonian tablets. 


"The question as to what the depos- 


itory of all this material 
shall 
be 


called, whether a temple library or 
something else, Is of comparatfvery 
trivial importance, although it admits, 
of course, of some discussion. 
The 


:emple was certainly the chief insti- 
;ution of the city, and dominated all 
he rest.- The fact that arithmetical 
matter was found in the library would 
not make it any the less a library, 
"he library of the University of Penn- 
lylvania contains statistical boolts of 
all kinds as well as literary books. I 
would like it to be impressed upon 
he public that we have at the univer- 
jty very large numbers of literary 
is well as business texts." 


Prof. Clay declined to discuss any 


>ther phase of the Nippur question. 


Prayer on a Boundary Stone. 


The archeological publication last 


ssued by the University of Pennsyl- 
•ania is a volume of Series D, edited 
iy Prof. Hilprecht and entitled "A 
"Jew Boundary Stone of Nebuchadrez- 
ar I. from Nippur." The author is 
T. William J. Hlnke, assistant profes- 
or ia the Auburn Theological Semi-

"An Interesting reference to bound 


ary stones in the religious literature,' 
says Dr. Hluke, "occurs In the Shurpu 
series, in a prayer which is remark- 
able for its ethical contents.

Peculiar Features. 


There is an immense amount of 


very curious information 
about the 


formalities of land cessions In 
Dr. 


Hinke's book, but in view of the na- 
ture of the controversy regarding the 
"Temple library" at Nippud the lit- 
erary features of the inscriptions are 
of most immediate interest. 
The 


boundary stone erected 
under Ne- 


buchadrezzar I., which is under special 
consideration, contains a transcription 
of "a magnificent and typical Baby- 
lonian hymn." The stone was found 
at Nippur on the northwest side of 
the Ziggurat, within the temple area, 
by Dr. Haynes, in February, 1896, at 
the close of the third Babylonian ex- 
pedition of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. It is a conical block of black 
limestone, 49' centlmenters in height 
and 73.2 centimeters in circumference 
at the middle. The inscription con- 
sists of a heading of two lines placed 
among symbols at the top, and 155 
lines of text, 'arranged in five columns. 
The stone is slightly damaged, but 
the few lines which have been partly 
lost have been almost completely re- 
stored from, the context. The stone 
has several features not 
found 
in 


other monuments of this kind. One is 
a drawing of the piece of land to 
which the Inscription relates. 
The 


second is a beautiful hymn to £1111 at 
the beginning of the Inscription. Dr.

Columbus 
found his new 


world, 21,424 tons of gold have been 
dug from the mines of

Their value is over »12,600,000,000. Of 
this vast total 19 per cent., or nearly 
one-fifth of the whole, has been mined 
la the last ten years; 30 per cent, 01 
almost a third, in the last 20 years; 41 
per cent In the last 30 years; 54 pel 
cent. In the last 40 years, and 68 per 
cent., or over two-thirds, in the last 
half century.
